GAMBLING AND SPECULATION, 
(Daily Press, November 26th.) ~ 
Wenoticethatthe Times has receiitly been 
again discussing the old and ever undecided 
‘question of ‘how far gambling | should be 
tolerated and recognised by Government. 
Its attention ‘was drawn to the subject by its 
corréspondent at Rome, who fave some 
rather startling figures as to the product of 
the State Lotteries, which it appears bring 
‘In no less a sum than £1,700,000 clear 
profit to the Government. The arrangement 
is such: that more than half the money 
which is staked goes to the State; but, not- 
withstanding this, the Lottery is eminently 
popular, and especially so among the poorer 
people, who contribute willingly very:small 
sums out of their very small earnings. 
Whether: much ‘harm is done by this is a 
nice question for discussion, and upon it the 
writer givés'his views which cover a good 
deal of well traversed ground, and amount 
in substance simply to the admission that 
gambling in moderation is a res divér- 


sion and may be allowed to pass without 
serious condemnation. On the dther hand, 
he lays it down that “ gambling of ‘all kinds 
when. it becomes a serious pursuit is harm- 
ful to the mind. . -.- .. The. confirmed 
speculator does not know how much he is 
trusting to luck and how much to judgment. 
He thinks himself a pillar of commerce, and 
s-as dangerous as the rake who thinks 
‘himself a lover.” - This statement is some= 
what: hard upon all commercial speculation, 
and certainly, if the real facts are studied, 
it will be found to be based upon a'mis- 
conception. If there is very much to be 
said against bond fide speculation, the matter 
comes exactly to the same thing as gambling, 
namely, that it is not to becondemned when 
within reasonable limits, but is open to 
objection when it goes beyond them—but, 
what in such a matter may be considered 
moderate or immoderate, it is of. course 


impossible to determine. A common mistake, | - 


however, is made in classing commercial 
speculation, even when carried to excess, 
with |mere gambling, for the every excellent 


reason that, unlike puregambling,speculation | 
is a very valuable factor in business not only |” 


to those who are sufficiently wealthy and. 
sufficiently shrewd to operate successfully | 
upon chances and probabilities, but. also to 
the public, who largely benefit by this’ class 
of operation...

Hon! Mr. E. A. Hewett, in’ asking his 
Excellency to undertake the unveiling, told” of 


the conditions leading up to the obtaining of 
Her Majesty's statue. He hoped that for many 
a long year the statue would remain not only as 
a memorial to the gracious lady it represented, 
but also a token of the amity and good fellowship 


who’ combined to make up the cosmopolitan 
population of Hongkong. He asked his 
Excellency, as.a small souvenir of the event, to

The grounds looked like fairyland, Chinese lan- 
terns hanging from the trees, while the lawns 
were aglow with electric bulbs. Crimson 
cloth covered the approach to Government House 
_and was laid all the way up to the entrance to 
Ahe ballroom, while pot plants helped to render 
(still more beautiful the fine hall. The ballroom 
itself was ablaze wlth lights, which were 
- reflected in the polished floor and in the windows, 
through which could be seen the rich colour 
effects given by the lavish display of bunt- 
ing on the verandahs.

Lantao Island on 20th September last were put 
on trial, Mr. C. G. Alabaster, instructed by Mr. -

They were 
observed. by an old farmer, who, suspecting. that 
they had evil designs fetched a musket and 
went down to the seashore. Before they landed 
he asked them what they wanted, and they said 
they were coming to search for opium. On. 
receiving that statement he did not fire at them, 
but when they ‘landed they kmocked him 
to ‘the ground, threatened his 
wife and son, and looted the house 
taking away money, jewellery and clothing to 
tho value of over $800. The first prisoner was 
arrested shortly afterwards trying tq pawn some 
of the stolen articles, and the third man was 
identified by the son as one of the robbers. 

‘After hearing the evidence. the jury found - 
the first and second prisoners guilty, and the’ 
third prisoner not guilty. ; ‘ 

His Lordship discharged the third man and 
sentenced the first and second ‘prisoners eath to — 
ten years’ imprisonment with hard labour.

At a place 
called Tin Tow the araster of the house died 
and the funeral rites attracted a large saninlet 
of friends and relations to the place. During the 
night a scoundrel committed an outrage on o 
slave girl aged 12. He so frightened the child: 
that she-dared not scream for help. The next 
night he attempted another outrage on -a still 
younger girl.

He has ordered the: Viceroy to "ta 
take such steps as are necessary to. open Middle 
Schools in every prefecture before the expiration - 
of another year, but he states that one ‘Normal 
School miay be sufficient for the | needs of two or 
three prefectures.
